Lippert is charged with forgei ios 
amounting to nearly $COO,000 In Cape 
Town, Africa. He is the son of wenthy 
people in Hamburg, German}, and was 
put ir. the exporting business. He wont 
to Cape Town and became very wealthy 
bv bold speculations, but several years 
of reverses carried away his fortnne. 
Although it was known that he had 
become involved in several disastrous 
transactions. 


A Gigantic Sensation

amount of £119,755, and had fled, leav- 
ing, besides his worthless paper, a 
fortune In debts.
